John Contee Fairfax, eleventh
Baron Fairfax of Cameron, in the peer-
vge of Scotland, died at his eountry
regidence, *“Northawpton,” Prince
George’s couoty, Md., Friday night
inst, and his funeral tock place this af-
rernoon at 3 o'clock, at Rock Creek
Uemetery, near Washington,

The Episcopal burial services were
read by the Rev. Mr, Buck, rector of

Few men lived in « more unostenta-
tious manuer than Lord Fairfax, and
